been practically all garnered. 

The Didsbury district had what ! 
has been termed the best crop in| 
history. No frost or hail damage | 
was reported in the trading area of | 
the town, and while loss of grade | 
was experienced due to the unusual | 
fall weather, the large yields more 
than made up for the damp condi- 
tion of much of the late threshed 
crain. Yields were good, some farm- 
ers threshing 50 bushels of wheat 
and 100 bushels or more oats to the 
acre, Others were not so fortunate, 
but the crop was good and the price 
better than for a good many years 

Hay crops were normal and most 
stockmen report an abundance of 
feed for the winter ahead,

| Vields Of sugar "Bects, Dried Peas 


THE PIONEER, DIDSBURY, ALTA 


And Corn Also Higher 

OTTAWA.— Substantially increased 
yields of potatoes, sugar beets, dried 
peas, and corn, but a reduction in 
the output of alfalfa for the 1946 crop 
season was reported by the Dominion 
bureau of statistics in its first esti- 
mate of root and late crop produc- . 
tion for the year, 

The 1946 potato crop, the bureau 
said, was estimated at 47,000,000 hun- 
dredweight, and was substantially | 
above the 36,000,000 hundredweight 
crop of a year ago. Average yield 
was 90 hundredweight per acre, with 
New Brunswick having a top yield 
of 150 hundredweight per acre. 

Quebee and Manitoba potato crops} 
were lower this year than last, but | 
the total 1946 Canadian crop is the 
largest since 1934, with the exception | 
of 1944, the bureau said. 

The commercial sugar beet crop for 
19416 was 83,000 tons above the 1945 
utput, the bureau said, The in- 
crease Was due not only to increased 
acreages, but iverage vields, 

Production of dry peas in Canada} 
this vear amounted to 
bushels, compared with 1,363,000 
bushels a year ago. The alfalfa crop 
was reduced to 3,263,000 tons —617 
000 tons less than a year ago.
